THIRD FORTNIGHTLY 
“GOV'T CROP REPORT 


Issued by the department of agri- 
culture, Edmonton, May 29, 1926: 

Seeding of all grain crops in the 
province is now practically complet- 
ed, A small amount of oats and bar- 
ley seeding remains to be done, but 
the end of the month will see all the 
crops in the ground (except green 
feed) which is considerably earlier 
than in former years. 

Conditions continue to be generally 
satisfactory, The weather since last 
report has been showery, and most of 
the districts in the province have 
been benefitted thereby.  Precipita- 
tion for May to date has ranged from 
half an inch in most of the «istriets 
to nearly two inches in the Grende 
Prairie and Peace River territory. 
In the south eastern district, there 
have been good local showers, but 
no general rains. Grass and winter 
rye are in need of rain, but other 
crops are looking well. There has 
been no further serious damage from 
soit drifting or from pests. Winter 
wheat has come through without loss. 

In the south western district there 
has been some rain, and the grain 
crops have a good start, but dry con- 
ditions prevail generally and rain is 
needed over practically all of this 
section, Winter wheat is looking 
well and rye.is headed out. 

In the more central and northern 
territory precipitation has been some- 
what heavier, and all crops are show: 
ing a good growth, Damage from cut- 
worms, wire worms and grasshoppers 
has been reported to a small extent 
in certain limited areas, but gener: 
ally speaking there appears to be no 
further fear from this quarter of ser 
ious interference with the growth of 
the crop. 

In the irrigated areas in the south 
the first crop of alfalfa is approach- 
ing the harvest period and is in ex- 
cellent condition, Thinning of sugar 
beets has commenced. All irrigation 
operations are proceeding briskly. 

Reports indicate that there will be 
considerable increase in grain acre- 
age, particularly wheat, in certain lo- 
calities, but the general increase 
throughout the province is not. ex: 
pected to be great.

PROMISES GOOD CROP 


(Special to The Times) 

Winnipeg, May, 31.--Crop prospects 
throughout the west are uniformily 
good with the grpwth much ahead of 
this time last -year, according to the 
weekly crop report of the Canadian 
Pacific railway.” With few exceptions 
there is plenty of moisture and the 
promise of a good early crop wilh a 
continuation of, favorable growitfg 
conditions was never better. Fairly 
heavy rainfall has been received over 
the whole of Saskatchewan and in 
many parts of Manitoba and Alberta. 
High winds continued to some extent, 
and in certain. districts the lighter 
lands suffered loss of grain by drift- 
ing. \ 

The seeding of coarse grains will 
be completed by the end of this week, 
although corn planting may continue 
for several days later. Damage from 
frosts and’ soil drifting hag been re- 
markably light. Pastures are in good 
condition and. thn, cattle have good 


ter shape at this time of the year. 
There is a noticeable tendency on the 
part of farmers generally in the 
prairie provinces to seriously cope 
with the weed menace and to grow 
better and cleaner crops. 

The end of the past week found the 
seeding in Alberta very near comple- 
tion, except for the usual individual 
farmer who is always late, all early 
seeding is up and in excellent condi- 
tion. Weather conditions since last 
report have been favorable, apart 
from occasional high, winds which 
blew out some fields in the south- 
west. In this area the bulk of the 
crop is looking well but rain is need- 
ed and must come soon to avoid de- 
preciation in prospects. Particularly 
is this the ease in the Lethbridge area 
and territory northwest of Lethbridge 
to Aldersyde, where the largest crop 
acreage lies has had least rain, in 
these parts a dry April and a rather 
dry May has resulted in fairly general 
soil drifting on summerfallowed fields 
and late seeded grain has not ger- 
minated evenly. Unless general rains 
are received over this district: within 
ten days, situation will be actually 
critical, but it can searcely be consid- 
ered so at present. Prospects are 
that there will be much more land 
broken this year than last. The 
machine companies are selling large 
numbers of tractors and breaking 
plows. Wire worms are getting in 
some destructive work in the Provost 
district and at other scattered points. 
Both farm and ranch cattle are doing 
well and the general conditions 
among livestock are satisfactory. The 
grass is very good for the time of the 
year and about two weeks earlier 
than usual, with the result that there 
has been a marked increase in dairy 
production, 

Weather conditions have been fav- 
orable along the W.D, & B.C. line and 
crops are coming along nicely, most 
points reporting further showers and 
moisture seems to be sufficient every- 
where, All seeding is completed, 

Weather conditions in British Col- 
umbia have been favorable with many 
districts reporting beneficial rains, 
The vegetable and fruit) crops con- 
tinue to show favorable development 
and the assertion, though somewhat 
premature, is being made that B.C, 
will create a new production record 
this year. Strawberry picking will 
commence two to three weeks earlier 
than last year. Blossom period is 
over and soft fruits have set well. 
Some frost damage to vegetables is 
reported at Cranbrook, and

CANADIAN CATTLE 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Canadian cattle are rapidly gaining 
popularity in) Great Britain and the 
numbers shipped have — steadily in- 
creased since the embargo was lifted 
in April, 1925. About 111,000 head 
were shipped in 1925, an inerease of 
$1,000 over the previous year, The 
total declared yalue of the shipments 
in 1925 was $11,796,688, or an aver. 
age of $106.40 per head, as compared 
with $8,402,877 or $105.77 per head 
in 1924, If the Canadian shipper was 
more careful in selecting the type of 
animals in demand in Great Britain 
his profits would be considerably in- 
creased, accordfng to a bulletin of the 
department of agriculture at) Ottawa 
on “Shipping Cattle to Britain,” which 
contains much valuable information 
for those engaged in the industry. 
When they ean get really good Can- 
adian cattle, the British commission 
men and feeders prefer them to the 
Irish cattle, as they are healthier and 
make more rapid gains. But they 
demand cattlo of the highest beef 
type. Inferior animals are not kept 
for feeding but slaughtered at) the 
port of entry and consequently bring 
smaller returns to the shipper,

E. E. SPARKS ELECTED AS 
PROGRESSIVE CANDIDATE 


Every Local in Constituency 


Represented at Convention. 


Hon. Mr. Perrin Baker and Mr. Wm. Irving, 
Ex-M.P., give Thoughiful and Rousing Address- 
es. Minister Makes Important Announcement 
Regarding Curriculum. 


A convention for the purpose — of 
selecting a candidate to contest the 
forthcoming election in the interests 
of the U.F.A., was held in the U.F.A. 
hall here on Saturday afternoon, at- 
tended by delegates from all the lo- 
cals in the constituency, as well as 
a large number of visitors. Mr. Fred 
Freeman, president of the association 
presided, 

The credential committee was com- 
posed of Messrs. Garfield Baker, D. 
. Widen and P. C. Petersen, and re- 
ported that thirty delegates were in 
attendance, all locals in the constitu- 
ency being represented, The follow- 
ing were the delegates:

His selection was made unani- 
mous on motion of Mr. Moan, 

Hon. Perrin Baker, minister of ed- 
ucation, was present and delivered 
his first address of the campaign. He 
teferred=to*the: work. of his. depart 
ment, and at different times scored 
the new leader of the Liberal party 
for his criticisms of the educational 
department. The minister stated 
at dhe outset that he was interested 


Jin the U.F.A. as a political move- 


ment, as such an important part. of 
the settlers of the country as the 
farmers should have more say than 
they have had in the affairs of the 
country, 

When the Progressives took office 
the most pressing question was fin- 
ance, But after a struggle of five 
years the revenues and expenditures 
of the province have been balaneed 
and a little left over on the revenue 
side of the ledger. At the end of 1921 
the gap between the normal revenues 
and the normal expenditures amount- 
ed to about $8,000,000.00, The say- 
ings were effected by cutting down 
the number of employees, and today 
the service is being carried on by 500 
fewer employees than in 1921, and 
several new appointments have been 
made. There was therefore a big 
saving in salaries in 1925, as compar- 
ed with 1921. The plebiscite had cost 
$248,000 or $114,000 less than the cost 
of the provincial election. Other sav- 
ings were made in the agricultural 
schools, advertising, printing, the la- 
bor bureau, travelling expenses, gen- 
eral supervision of purchases, tele- 
phones, ete. The borrowings had 
been decreased each year, and new 
form of accounting had been institut- 
ed. Today there was a fair and equit- 


GOVERNMENT CAMPAIGN OPENS 

In the limited time prior to election, 
the U.IF.A. government will conduct 
an intensive campaign throughout 
the province, 

Last week Premier Brownlee spoke 
at Cardston, Taber, and several other 
points in the south country, At the 
beginning of the present week he ad- 
dressed meetings at Mmpress, Cereal 
and Youngstown and will speak at 
some point every day until election 
day, June 28, with the exception of 
Sundays. It is expeeted that toward 
the end of the campaign meetings 
will be addressed at Calgary and 
Edmonton, These meetings may be 
broadcasted by radio. 

The other ministers will also speak 
at points throughout the province, 
in support of government candidates. 

The central board of the U.IA, at 
Calgary met Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, endeavoring to arrange a sched- 
we for the various ministers, and per- 
fecting arrangements for the cam- 
paign,

Referring to the department of ed- 
ucation, the minister stated that the 
progress of education in Alberta was 
unprecedented, and much more money 
had been spent. The total appropria- 
tion in the past five years was great. 
er by five million dollars than in the 
previous five years. The total ap- 
propriation to school grants exceeded 
by $2,219,000 those of the previous 
five years. More schooling had been 
received by children and a larger per- 
centage of schools had been opened. 
The average period of operation of 
schools was larger and there was a 
greater average of attendance in 1925, 
The average attendance in 1920 was 
82.76, while in 1925, the average wag 
raised to 87.44. More schooling was 
received and the teachers were better 
trained, The standard has been rais- 
ed in the high schools, and all stu- 
dents must now have grade eleven 
standing before entering the normal 
school.’ Now trained teachers are in 
charge of almost all schools, In 1920 
there were 668 schools taught by un- 
trained teachers, while in 1925 there 
were 65, and this year only 6. The 
general level of attainment of pupils 
has been raised, and the aim is “grade 
eight for every child.” In 1920, 899 
rural schools prepared for grade eight 
exams; in 1926 there are 1725 schools 
preparing for the same exam, In 1920 
6.74 of every 100 pupils in all schools 
were in the high school grades; in 
1925 the number enrolled was 9.95. 

The record of the department in the 
past five years was better than in 
the previous ten years, In the next 
five years there will be a reasonable 
adyanco-in/education,-and the. idea of 
the rural’ high school: is» spreading. 

The, minister then made his first 
announcement 
the most significant to be made in tha 
province, and that was that / there 
would be a complete revision of the 
course of study, and that the new 
curriculum would be second to none 
in excellence in Canada. The unit 
system had been inaugurated in the 
high school. The department will 
ply new text books at cost, selling 
them direct to the pupil and dealer, 
thereby effecting a saving of from 
15 to 20 per cent to the buyer. Cor- 
respondence courses for the benefit 
of children in isolated districts have 
been going on for some time, and oth- 
cr provinces, after investigation, are 
inaugurating similar courses. The 
work among the new Canadians east 
of Edmonton was making very. satis- 
factory progress. In many of the dis- 
tricts the old one-room building was 
being replaced by the two and three 
room school, and some of these with- 
out debt to the district. 

In answering the criticism of* Mr. 
Shaw respecting the inspection of 
schools, he stated that in 1925, twenty 
five inspectors had made 5,58 in: 
spections, and 144 schools were not 
inspected. In 1920, 36 inspectors had 
made 4,698 inspections, and 414 of 
the schools had not been inspected.

When times were 
hard and-some needed accommoda- 
tions, did they get it by writing or 
sending away for it?

“Here we are ready to assist you; 
order what you want and we will 
charge it up until you are in a posi: ° 
tion to pay?’ Oh no, the local mer- 
chant was the one solicited in times 
of stress. He was a neighbor then 
and, as all real honest-to-goodness 
neighbors, was expected to help his 
neighbors by giving credit. 

Now, folks, just ask yourself this 
question: Are you playing fair, are 
you doing the right thing, are you 
helping to build up your community 
and are you really making any large 
or worth while saving by sending 
your money out of your district for 
commodities which can be purchased 
right at home? 

Be fair at least by giving your lo- 
cal merchants a chance to do busi- 
ness with you. All they ask for is to 
be given a chance to figure on your 
requirements. That’s reasonable and 
fair enough,-isn’t it?

Cost of Living 
Low in Alberta 


In terms of cost of living Alberta is 
the second cheapest province in the 
Dominion, according to statistics com- 
piled by the department of labor and 
published in the Labor Gazette for 
April. : 

According to these statistics the 
cost per week of a family budget of 
staple foods for a family of five for 
one week is $10.84. Manitoba comes 
a few cents lower in the schedule 
with the figure at $10.52, New Bruns- 
wick is the most expensive in the 
scale with a figure of $12.08, and the 
others are: Nova Scotia, $11.72; P. BE. 
I., $10.97; Quebec, $11.16; Ontario 
$11.53; Saskatchewan, $10.59; British 
Columbia $12.03. 

The grand total for living expenses 
in Canada figured in the cost per 
week of a family budget of staple 
foods, fuel and lighting, and rent in 
terms of the average prices in sixty 
cities in Canada, has increased from 
$9.37 in 1900 to $21.77 in March, 1926. 
The peak was reached in February, 
1926, when the figure stood at $21.87, 
and at no time since 1900, taken in 
five year periods, has the figure been 
less than it was in that year. 

The average retail prices figured on 
a basis of 29 staple foods for an av- 
erage family of five in terms of sixty 
cities in Canada, has fallen from 
$11.50 in February, to $11.46 in March, 
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1926. The peak was reached in 


June, 1920, with the average price at 
$16.92, The low point since the war 
was reached in March, 1922, with an 
average price of $10.54, Although 4 
cents lower than the figure for Feb- 
ruary of this year, the average price 
for staple foods in March, 1926, were 
somewhat higher than those of March, 
1925, which were registered at $10.74. 


Automobile Worse 
Than War 


An American magazine editor has 
been moralizing on th subject of auto- 
mobile accidents. The whole coun- 
try, he says, stood aghast when the 
toll of war casualties was totalled in 
the great war and it was found that 
fore than 50,000 United States sol- 
diers were killed and 200,000 wound- 
ed. But in the year 1923 and 1924 
nearly 40,000 persons were killed in 
automobile accidents, while the re- 
cord of injuries from the same cause 
exceeded half a million. The conclu- 
sion is that the automobile is a more 
deadly weapon than gas, shot and 
shell with its record more ghastly 
than that of the most terrible war 
the world has ever known. 

What makes the situation more ter- 


must always end sometime or other 
the deadly automobile put on a con- 
tinuous performance—something to be 
looked forward to as long as_ life 
lasts, with the casualties each year 
growing heavier. In short it is a case 
of never-ending’ slaughter. And the 
magazine editor wants to know what 
we are going to do about it. 


Traffic laws, driving tests, automo- 
bile inspections at regular intervals, 
fines and imprisonment—all these 
have been tried and are being tried, 
but apparently with little, if any, 
good effect, The editor's conclusion 
is that we all might try to drive our 
cars a little more carefully. No doubt 
that would help a lot, but before the 
good effect would be noticeable in the 
casualty records something would 
have to be done to protect careful 
drivers from those who are determin- 
ed to be careless, The danger in auto- 
mobile driving would be rapidly elim- 
inated if careful drivers would protect 
themselves by reporting every case of 
careless or reckless driving coming 
under their notice. With reports fol- 
lowed by prosecution and convictions 
followed by jail sentences, it would 
not be long before chronic offenders 
would learn the lesson of careful- 
ness.—Calgary Herald.

ON’ THE ‘BUDGET 


(Continued from last issue) 


In reference to automobiles I would 
like with the permission of the house 
to put on record in Hansard a state- 
ment which, although it has already 
appeared, is of such moment as to 
warrant repetition, Henry Ford, as 
we all know, is one of the best re- 
cognized businessmen on the Amer- 
ican continent. Not only has he 
made a colossal success of his busi- 
ness in.the United States, but he 
owns a large proportion of the stock 
of the Canadian Ford Company. The 
article in question has a very import- 
ant bearing on the present situation, 
and without reading it I will ask to 
have it published in Hanasrd. It was 
an interview by Mr. Ford in which he 
confirmed a previous interview and 
added to it. He said: 

As a manufacturer of automobiles 
in Canada, he believes the tariff to 
to be a hindrance and stupidity. 

Mr. Ford surprised people with 
something of this opinion in a brief 
remark after visiting his Canadian 
plant on Wednesday. This afternoon 
he enlarged on the subject, confirmed 
his statement that free trade would 
benefit industry, gave his reasons and 


explained their application to the 
manufacture of Ford cars in Canada. 

From the conversation came volun- 
tary statements of pertinence and 
encouragement to Canadians, that it 
is possible to manufacture as cheaply 
in Canada as in the United States, 
that Ford cars in Canada have been 
selling at a higher price than neces- 
sary because of the tariff, that the, 
tariff encourages industrial indolence 
and tends’ to permit prices based on 
what the market will pay rather than 
on proper costs of production, that 
the Ford company of Canada, and 
presumably other Canadian compan- 
ies will develop greater efficiency 
and economy of manufacture as a re- 
sult of the proposed tariff reductions. 
Would he offer an opinion which 
might be useful to Canadians who are 
perplexed, 

The tariff is a hindrance to trade. 
I would have free trade. I believe 
in free trade everywhere.” 


“Do you mean by that that you can 
manufacture a Ford car as cheaply in 
Canada as you can here?” 

“I can, Give me that plant at Ford 
City and I’ll compete with the plant 
here at Highland Park any day. Why 
shouldn't 12 Our unit in Canada can 
buy as cheaply as we can here.

RHUBARB SHORT CAKE 

Every housewife knows that ‘her 
family enjoys the succulent flavor of 
rhubarb, and that a pie with its juici- 
ness bubbling under a flaky crust is 
always a treat, Rhubarb short cake 
makes an attractive and “delicious 
desert. ‘ 

Wash the rhubarb, peel and cut in- 
to pieces. Place in an enameled 
sausepan, cover with boiling water 
and cook slowly until tender; The 
surface of enameled ware does ‘not in- 
teract with the frult and vegetable 
acids.
